Adaptation  to  physical 
environment,  including  physiological,  psychological  and 
social  adjustment!   effects  of  change  in  environment. 

ANTHRO  ~  ANTHROPOMETRICS .     Measurements ,  proportion  and  movement 
of  the  human  body  with  relation  to  comfort  and  facilitation 
of  human  use  of  equipment,  furniture,  architectural  space 
and  social  interaction.

The  effects 
of  light  of  all  kinds  on  people  in  natural  and  architectural 
surroundings!  the  design,  application  and  control  of  light 
and  lighting  devices  for  various  functional  and  psychological 
purposes  and  the  assessment  of  their  effects. 

MEASE?  —  MEASURMMT  Ai\!D  EVALUATION,   DJCLUDING  TESTING.     Aspects 
of  experimental  design!   observation,  recording  and 
evaluation  of  social  and  behavioral  phenomena  in  particular 
settings  with  the  objective  of  assessing  the  effects  of 
those  settDJigs  on  their  inliabitants .

MOTIM  ~  MOTIVATION.     Concerns  emotions,  desires,  physiological 
needs  or  similar  impulses  which  act  as   incitements  to 
action,  especially  in  corrective  or  therapeutic  contexts. 

KOVEm  —  MOVEMEI\IT/CIRCUUT ION/SEQUENCE.     Deals  with  human 
movement  as  circumscribed  by  environment .     Circulation 
patterns  and  systems  within  buildings  when  in  use .     Means 
of  moving  people,   objects  and  information  through  space. 
Moviement  as  a  measure  of  social  and  environmental  interaction. 

ORIENT  ~  ORIENTATION.     The  sense  of  self  in  space/place. 

Includes  how  one  knoxirs  one's  location  in  a  nexr  environment. 
Hoii  one  finds   one's  way  around.     The  use  of  smells,   signs, 
pathways ,  etc .  as  they  effect  this  process . 

PERSEN  —  PERCEPTION,  SENSORY.     The  study  of  subiective  responses 
to  all  sensory  stimuli  ranging  from  psychophysics  to  cultural 
levels  of  meaning. 

PERSOC  —  PERCEPTION,   SOCIAL/i>ERGON,    INCLUDING  SELF.     Includes 
perceptions  of  social  environments,  personal  place  in  those 
environments  and  all  perceptions   of  self  and  others  which 
influence  and  control  behavior,  belief  and  action. 

PERTE4  —  PERCEPTION  OF  TIME.     The  physiology  and  psychology  of 
perception  of  temporal  states,  duration  units;  awareness 
of  actions  and  external  phenomena  as  unfolding  in  time 5 
how  mental,  physical  or  emotional  states  effect  the 
perception  of  time.     Also  involves  the  appreciation  of 
cause  and  effect  and  the  notions  of  consequences  and  proper 
order.     This  also  includes  things  which  indicate  time 
change,  i.e.,  seasons,  styles,  newspapers,  time -measuring 
systems . 

PHISIO  —  PHYSIOLOGICAL  EFFECTS  OF  ENVIRONMENT.     Phorsical  factors 
affecting  comfort,  well-being,  homeostasis,  safety  and 
growth,  but,  in  general,  not  phenomenological  or 
psychological  response. 

PRIVAC  —  PRIVACY.     Deals  with  the  various  aspects  of  privacy: 
solitude,  intimacy,   anonymity  and  reserve  and  the  options 
for  personal  action  which  these  states  afford.     The  physical 
requirements  of  privacy,  including  visual,  auditory  and 
boundary  definitions . 

PROXEM  ~  PROXEMICS.     The  study  of  man's  relationship  to  the 

spatial  dimension  of  his   environment.      Includes  the  concept 
of  personal  space;   group  and  social  interaction  in  space  and 
the  physical  measurement  of  these  spaces.

Sociology!  a  catch-all  for 
sociological  theories  or  sociological  orientation  to  a 
particular  issue  related  to  the  mental  health/architecture 
interface . 

SOCLZN  —  SOCIALIZATION.     The  study  of  adaptation  to  social  needs 
and  expectations  J  modifications   of  individual  behavior 
patterns  in  such  a  way  as  to  rainimi?;e  social  conflict  and 
d  is  appr  oba t  i  on . 

STRESS  ~  STRESS,  ENVIRONMENTALj   including  frustration,  anxiety 
violence .     Causes  and  effects  of  the  above  on  human 
personality  and  behavior.     Studies  thereof,  including 
proposed  solutions  through  environmental  means. 

SYMBOL  ~  SYMBOLISM  IN  ENVIROMH^T  AND  IN  COIMn^JICATION.     Will 
necessarily  overlap  with  language/communication  and  also 
include  archetypal  symbols,  signs,  religion,  recurrent 
pictoral  motifs,  cultural  symbols,   i.e.  mother,  God  and 
apple  pie.     Also  symbology,   especially  in  the  physical 
environment!     hoi-j  objects  take  on  meaning. 

TERRIT  —  TERRTTORIALITY.     This  has  to  do  with  individuals  who, 
alone  or  in  groups,  for  purposes  of  certain  activities  come 
to  think  of  a  chunk  of  the  environment  as   "theirs"  and 
possess  and  defend  it.     Territory  is  permanent  as  opposed 
to  personal  space  which  moves  with  a  person.     Fevr  animal 
territoriality  studies  are  included. 

Pliysical 
factors  influencing  man's  comfort  in  air  as  his  surrcvnding 
medium,   including  temperature,  humidity  and  air  movement j 
considerations  of  heating,  ventilation,  air  conditioning, 
cooling  and  radiation.

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THERAP  —  THERAPY.     Any  program,   loosely  or  systematically 

A  treatment/learning 
process  designed  to  bring  about  a  desired  social  or 
psychological  adjustment. 

TIMUSE  —  Tnffi,  USE  OF.     Any  research,  theoiy  or  other  data 
relating  to  the  w^s  In  xrhich  time  is  passed,  especially 
habitually,  along  with  strategies  for  utilizing  available 
time  in  positive  and  ego-reinforcing  activities.     Includes 
material  on:     boredom,   games,   game  theory,   leisure,  play, 
recreation,  activity  therapy.
